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1 . The Final Rejection mailed November 19, 2003 has been withdrawn in view of 
applicant's arguments and the following rejections have been entered. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. (New Rejection) 

In claim 1, line 9, there is no proper antecedent basis for the expression "open upper". 
In addition, the expression "open upper and" found in the last line of claim 1 is incorrect 
and requires revision. 

Claims 2-12, dependent on claim 1, fall therewith. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-3, 6, 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stone- 
US 5,403,679 0679). (New Rejection) 

Reference is made in particular to Figures 2 and 3 of '679 and to column 3, line 28 
through column 5, line 32. As seen in these portions of '679, #64 comprise the claimed air flow 
openings and #66 and #70 comprise the interconnecting structure which can accommodate an 
elongate rod through the modules. 
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Applicant's arguments have all been considered, however they are deemed moot in view 
of the above new rejections. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 4, 5, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
'679 in view of both Lavanture-US 6,521,371 ('371) and Yellin-US 3,655,065 ('065) (New 
Rejection). 

The '679 patent teaches all of the claimed subject matter except for the ribs on both sides 
of the base and for the ribs on the side wall of the module. The '371 patent discloses a base for 
holding a battery that includes ribs on the upper surface thereof and ribs on the lower surface-see 
Figures 3 and 4 to '371. To have included the ribs of '371 in the module of '679 would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art at the time the invention was made to that the 
said base would be strengthened from the underside to securely uphold the battery and the ribs 
on the upper side would keep overflow from the battery from harming the battery casing. 

Patent '065 depicts side walls in a module holding cells including a grid for the side 
walls. To include in the battery module of '679 the grid of '065 would also have been obvious to 
a routineer in this art so that the side walls of the module would be strengthened to ensure the 
stability of the cells held therein. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection presented in this Office 
action. It is noted that applicant has substantially amended claim 1 of the present application. 
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Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a). Applicant is 
reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 CFR 1.136(a).
